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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed 5/6/08. Claims 1-22, 
30, and 31 have been cancelled. New claims 32 and 33 have been added. Claims 23- 
29, 32, and 33 are currently pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 23-29, 32, and 33 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Independent claims 23, 28, 29, 32, and 33 are allowed since none of the prior 
art of record discloses or renders obvious the limitations regarding soliciting an updated 
prefix based on both a first and second threshold time period with corresponding first 
and second conditions being met. The closest prior art of record, Ishiyama et al. (U.S. 
Pat. 7308495 B2), discloses a soliciting an updated prefix based on a single time 
threshold, but not based on multiple thresholds and multiple corresponding conditions, 
as claimed.
